WASHINGTON (UPP - Pre»i- 
dent Kennedy ordered the gov­ 
ernment today to obtain an MKday 
back-to-work injunction to haft a 
strike of some 9,000 machinists 
and other employees at the Re­ 
public Aviation Corp ’s jet fight­ 
er plant at Farmingdale, N.Y. * 


The President directed Atty. 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy to take 
the action under the Taft-Hartley 
Law “to remove a peril to the 
national safety.” 


The strike at Republic’s Long 
Island plant has lasted about ll 
weeks. Officials said it had af­ 
fected a substantial part of U.S. 
tactical 
fignter-bomber 
produc­ 
tion. 


Republic is the principal con­ 
tractor for FIDS jet fighter-bomb- 
ers, and is a subcontractor for the 
FHO fighter-bomber. The com­ 
pany also is engaged in other de­ 
fense work.

Mrs. Lopushok recounted that 
when she was a “young, bashful 
girl,” the owner of the club Aloha 
was angered by her unwillingness 
to peel off her clothes on stage. 
After her second performance, 
she said, a bartender ripped off 
her Arabian dancing costume and 
shoved her in front of the audience 
with the command, “now finish.” 
She said she did. 
The subcommittee headed by 
Sen. John L. McClellan, D-Ark., 
is investigating the activities of 
AFL-CIO American Guild of Var­ 
iety Artists. 
Mrs. Lopushok, who sad she 
was trained as a ballerina in 
Germany, testified that she was 
offered $1,500 a year or so ago 
to pose half nude as “playmate of 
the month” but she declined. She 
did not identify who made the 
offer. 
Concerning her baby, the wit­ 
ness said she was deceived into 
signing adoption papers by a wait­ 
ress in a murky night spot two 
years ago. Mrs. Lopushok said 
$90 was involved for the payment 
of her doctor and hospital bills. 
When she sought to retrive the 
child, she said, a club owner 
named Joe Smith told her to stop 
“muzzling” money from the fam­ 
ily which had the child or she 
would wind up in an alley. 
“ He said the family knew a 
very important man in the out­ 
fit."

testified. 
My outfit, she said, she meant 
the crime syndicate. 
The witness said she never saw 
her baby again after signing what 
evidently were adoption forms 
given her by Rusty Abbott, a 
waitress in a Chicago lounge, 
“I signed something in a dark 
comer,” she told the investiga­ 
tors.
